Congressman  Charles  A.  Hal- 
leck  of  Rensselaer,  Republican 
minority  leader  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  also  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  ceremonies.  Mr.  Hal- 
ieck  is  also  a  member  of  the  St. 
Joseph  Board  of  Lay  Trustees.

Dr.  White  is  the  author  of  13 
books  and  a  member  of  33  aca¬ 
demic,  governmental,  religiousi 
and  civic  organizations  and  socie¬ 
ties.  She  is  a  former  national 
president  of  the  American  As¬ 
sociation  of  University  Profes¬ 
sors;  former  president  of  the 
College  English  Association;  a 
•  former  director  of  the  National 
Conference  of  Christians  and 
Jews;  a  former  executive  com¬ 
mittee  member  of  the  American 
Council  on  Education;  and  form¬ 
er  chairman  of  the  U.S.  Board 
of  Foreign  Scholarships. 

..Since  1939  Dr.  White  has  re¬ 
ceived  the  honorary  LL.D.  degree 
from  three  colleges,  the  honorary 
Litt.  D.  degree  from  six  colleges 
and  the  honorary  L.H.D.  degree 
from  five  colleges. 

Dr.  White  earned  the  A.B.  and 

A.M.  degrees  from  Radcliffe  col¬ 
lege  in  1916  and  1917,  and  the 
Ph.D.  from  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  in  1924.  She  has  taught 
English  at  Wisconsin  since  1919 


and  has  been  a  visiting  professor 
at  Bernard  college,  Columbia 
University  and  Harvard.

Bishop  of  the  Gary  Diocese,  and 
the  Very  Rev.  Raphael  H.  Gross, 

C.PP.S.,  ’32,  president  of  St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s,  made  the  announcement. 
They  also  disclosed  that  St.  J o- 
seph’s  had  purchased  the  Adams 
Furnituie  Building  at  4721  In¬ 
dianapolis  Blvd.  in  East  Chicago, 
Ind.,  to  house  the  new  Center. 

Approval  of  the  launching  of 
the  Center  and  the  purchase  of 
the  new  site  was  given  by  the 
Board  of  Control  of  St.  Joseph’s 
College  and  Bishop  Ginitka.  There 
is  no  four-year  college  in  the 
Gary  Diocese  at  present,  and 
Bishop  Grutka  has  long  encour¬ 
aged  the  establishcent  of  such 
a  school. 

St.  Joseph’s  College,  Calumet 
Center,  will  not  be  an  indepen¬ 
dent  diocesan  institution  but  will 
be  a  second  campus  of  St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College  of  Rensselaer.  This 
means  that  the  Center,  as  part

of  St.  Joseph’s  College,  will  be 
fully  accredited  and  that  the 
B.A.  and  B.S.  degrees  will  be 
granted  by  St.  Joseph’s  College 
of  Rensselaer. 

The  new  Center  will  replace 
the  present  St.  Joseph’s  College 
Calumet  Extension,  "which  was 
established  in  1951.  The  Exten¬ 
sion  has  offered  a  two-year  pro¬ 
gram  of  college  work  and  stu¬ 
dents  seeking  degrees  have  had 
to  go  elsewhere  for  their  final 
two  years. 

Father  Gross,  as  president  of 
St.  Joseph’s  College,  will  also  be 
president  of  the  Calumet  Center. 
Director  of  the  Center  will  be 
Fr.  Henry  J.  Martin,  C.PP.S.,  ’36, 
who  is  presently  the  Director  of 
the  Extension.  The  present  as¬ 
sistant  director,  Fi*.  Cletus  G. 
Kern.  C.PP.S.,  ’31,  will  hold  the 
same  post  on  the  new  campus. 

The  new  Center  will  be  open 
to  both  men  and  women,  Catho¬ 
lics  and  non-Catholics  alike.  “If 
we  operate  all  of  our  classrooms 
at  capacity,  we  could  take  about 
1,000  full-time  students,”  said 
Father  Martin. 

The  newly  acquired  building  is 
a  two-story  brick  structure  built- 
in  1947.  It  will  house  11  class¬ 
rooms,  offices,  library,  student 
lounge,  and  art  studio.  The  en¬ 
tire  operation  of  the  new  Center 
will  take  place,  at  least  at  the 
start,  in  the  new  building,  which 
is  right  across  the  street  from 
the  present  Extension  headquar-

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Death  Calls  Former  Dean

Father  Walter  Pax  died  in  the  infirmary  at  the  motherhouse  on 
May  3,  1960.  Father  Pax  was  moved  from  Brunnerdale  Seminary  to 
Carthagena  Seminary  when  it  was  apparent  that  he  needed  special 
care  because  of  the  advancing  effects  of  his  illness,  cancer  of  the  liver. 


Last  November  24  at  Mercy  Hos¬ 
pital  in  Canton,  Ohio,  he  under¬ 
went  an  operation,  but  little  could 
be  done  at  that  time  to  stay  the 
progress  of  the  disease.  He  re¬ 
cuperated  quite  well  from  the 
operation,  but  there  remained  lit¬ 
tle  hope  of  arresting  entirely  the 
continuance  of  his  illness.  How¬ 
ever,  he  was  able  to  go  on  with 
his  work  and  to  accomplish  a 
number  of  things  before  it  be¬ 
came  necessary  for  him  to  re¬ 
linquish  his  duties  entirely. 

Father  Walter  Pax  was  born 
at  Celina,  Ohio,  May  5,  1903,  and 
entered  the  community  at  Bur- 
kettsville,  September  13,  1917. 

He  was  professed  as  a  member 
of  the  community  on  December 
3,  1923,  and  ordained  to  the  Holy 
Priesthood,  February  21,  1929. 

Almost  immediately  after  ordi¬ 
nation  he  taught  at  Purcell  High 
School  in  Cincinnati  until  the  fol¬ 
lowing  June,  1929.  During  the 
summer  he  enrolled  in  Catholic 
University  in  Washington  and 
remained  there  to  obtain  his  M.A. 
degree  in  the  spring  of  1930.  The 
following  September  found  him 
at  St.  Joseph’s  College,  where 
he  was  instructor  in  Latin,  Greek, 
Civics,  and  Religion  until  1933. 
During  the  intervening  summer 
months  he  studied  at  Columbia 
University  in  New  York  and  the 
University  of  Michigan.  During 
those  years  he  was  also  principal 
of  the  Academy,  which  at  that 
lime  was  stiil'  operating  a£  the 
College. 

Attended  Catholic  University 

In  1933  he  returned  to  Catholic 
University  to  continue  his  studies 
toward  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
degree  in  Education,  which  he 
obtained  in  June  of  1937.  Re¬ 
turning  to  St.  Joseph’s  College 
in  the  fall  of  1937  he  continued 
instructions  in  Latin,  English, 
Algebra,  and  Religion  in  the 
academy  department  and  con¬ 
ducted  courses  in  education  in 
the  college  department.  During 
the  years  1939  and  1940  he  was 
also  the  perfect  of  discipline.  In 
1937  and  1938  he  supervised  and 
taught  in  the  summer  sessions 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Catholic  University  at  San 
Raphael  in  California,  and  the 
following  two  summers  of  1939 
and  1940  at  Loras  College  in 
Dubuque,  Iowa.  His  great  interest 
and  activity  in  education  prompt¬ 
ed  his  appointment  as  dean  of 
the  college  at  St.  Joseph’s  in 
1944,  which  post  he  held  until 
1955. 

At  DePauI  U.  for  Two  Years 

In  1945  he  refused  a  teaching 
position  in  the  Department  of 
Education  at  the  Catholic  Uni¬ 
versity  in  Washington  to  which 
position  he  was  urgently  invited 
by  Doctor  Foran  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity.  He  considered  his  services 
to  St.  Joseph’s  to  be  of  greater 
necessity  at  that  time.  Ten  years 
later,  however,  when  the  educa¬ 
tional  program  at  St.  Joseph’s 
had  been  firmly  established  Fa¬ 
ther  Pax  accepted  a  position  as 
head  of  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  at  DePauI  University  for 
two  years,  1955-1957.  The  work 
he  did  there  was  well  received 
and  of  real  value  to  the  univer¬ 
sity  as  evidenced  from  the  letter 
in  appreciation  and  sympathy  that 
was  sent  on  the  occasion  of  his 
death  by  one  of  the  officials  of 
DePauI  University.  After  leaving 
DePauI  he  was  appointed  princi¬ 
pal  of  Brunnerdale  Seminary. 
There  he  remained  until  he  was

forced  to  retire  because  of  illness 
in  1959. 

From  1950  until  his  final  illness 
Father  Pax  was  Community  Di¬ 
rector  of  Education.  During  this 
time  he  worked  with  unceasing 
diligence  and  enthusiasm  to  co¬ 
ordinate  the  various  efforts  of 
community  institutions  in  the 
field  of  education.  The  program 
of  studies  for  priesthood  students 
was  to  a  great  extent  reorganized 
and  systematized  in  an  effort  to 
keep  educational  standards  as 
high  a3  p*t'ssible.  Much  ox  the 
credit  for  the  present  scholastic 
program  which  the  students  pur¬ 
sue  on  their  way  ro  the  priest¬ 
hood  must  be  given  to  Father 
Pax. 

Recently  he  had  been  making 
great  efforts  to  work  out  initial 
plans  for  the  structure  and  cur¬ 
riculum  of  the  proposed  training 
program  for  the  Brother  candi¬ 
dates  of  the  Community. 

Able  Administrator 

As  an  administrator  he  was 
extraordinarily  thorough.  Persis¬ 
tent  in  making  great  efforts  in 
all  of  his  work  he  planned  it 
thoroughly  and  managed  with  ex¬ 
actness.  Although  his  knowledge 
in  the  field  of  education  was  ex¬ 
ceptionally  broad  he  nevertheless 
was  kind  in  listening  to  the  views 
which  differed  from  his  own.  He 
had  a  special  ability  to  view 
without  prejudice  various  sides 
to  questions  that  arose. 

He  was  outstanaing  as  a  teach¬ 
er  and  educationist,  and  passion¬ 
ately  devoted  to  the  task  of  pro¬ 
moting  the  highest  possible  cul¬ 
tural  attainment  for  students. 
Surely  it  was  at  least  partly  be¬ 
cause  of  these  and  other  efforts 
he  made  in  the  interest  of  the 
Society  that  Father  Pax  was 
chosen  as  one  of  the  American 
Delegates  to  the  General  Chap¬ 
ter  which  the  Community  held  in 
Rome  July,  1959. 

Members  of  Family 

Members  of  his  immediate  fam¬ 
ily  who  survive  are  Jacob  Pax, 
Dayton;  Sister  M.  Leontine  and 
Sister  M.  Stanislaus  both  Sisters 
of  the  Prenious  Blood;  Leo  Pax, 
Coldwater;  Mrs.  William  Martin, 
Kendallville,  Indiana;  Mrs.  Homer 
Hinders,  Oscar  Pax  and  Albert 
Pax,  all  of  Celina;  and  Father 
Victor  Pax.  An  older  brother, 
Father  Anthony  Pax,  C.PP.S., 
died  in  1943. 

A  large  crowd  of  priests,  broth¬ 
ers,  and  lay  people  attended  the 
fhneral  Mass  at  St.  Charles  Sem¬ 
inary  on  May  6.  The  body  was 
then  carried  to  the  Community 
cemetery  for  burial.

St.  Joseph’s  College,  College¬ 
ville,  in  northwestern  Indiana, 
will  complete  a  stage  of  growth 
this  fall  which  has  carried  it 
from  the  status  of  a  small,  plea¬ 
sant  institution  to  that  of  a  me¬ 
dium  size  liberal  arts  college  with 
a  thriving  urban  branch. 

In  1953  when  the  college  began 
its  rapid  expansion,  St.  Joseph’s 
had  an  enrollment  of  500  men. 
It  had  abolished  its  secondary 
school  five  years  before  and  had 
recovered  from  the  hectic  period 
all  colleges  experienced  after 
World  War  II. 

The  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood,  the  order  which  conducts 
the  college,  recognized  the  need 
for  some  new  buildings  on  its 
campus  and  an  opportunity  to 
expand  its  enrollment.  It  set  to 
■woi'k  to  raise  the  necessary  mon¬ 
ey,  to  recruit  additional  teachers, 
and  to  plan  for  a  college  which 
was  bound  to  become  more  com¬ 
plex. 

4  New  Dormitories 

Today  the  college  has  four  new 
dormitories  as  well  as  a  gymna¬ 
sium  built  since  World  War  11 
and  other  recently  acquired  or 
renovated  facilities. 

This  fall,  said  Rev.  Charles  J. 
Robbins,  registar  and  director  ol 
admissions,  the  enrollment  will 
reach  1,100,  the  capacity  of  the 
Collegeville  campus.  While  more 
than  doubling  the  number  of 
students,  the  college  has  increas¬ 
ed  its  faculty  from  55  to  75  full 
time  members. 

The  college  has  dining  room 
and  classroom  facilities  for  1,500 
students.  Father  Robbins  predict¬ 
ed  that  as  soon  as  more  dormi¬ 
tories  are  built  an  additional  400 
students  will  be  enrolled. 

Branch  in  East  Chicago 

Meanwhile,  the  college  will 
serve  more  students  at  the  East 
Chicago  branch  it  established  in 
1951.  A  two  story  building  it  has 
purchased  for  its  Calumet  center 
will  be  ready  for  use  in  Septem¬ 
ber. 

While  the  Very  Rev.  Raphael 
K.  Gross  will  continue  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  both  the  center  and  the 
Collegeville  campus,  the  branch 
will  be  independent  in  some  re¬ 
spects. 

Students  will  be  able  to  com¬ 
plete  a  four  year  course  leading 
to  a  degree  at  the  center,  and  it 
will  maintain  academic  records  as 
tho  it  were  a  separate  scholastic 
unit.  Father  Robbins  said. 

Many  Turned  Down 

The  center  and  the  expansion 
of  the  college  have  been  major 
factors  in  making  St.  Joseph’s 
known  far  beyond  the  borders  of 
Indiana.  This  year  it  has  had 
room  for  only  40  per  cent  of 
those  who  have  applied  for  ad¬ 
mission. 

Father  Rebbins  said  the  record 
number  of  applicants  included 
an  unusual  number  from  New 
York  and  New  Jersey.

who  presented  some  rather  con¬ 
troversial  views  during  the  course 
of  his  lecture  which  aroused  con¬ 
siderable  discussion,  Monsignor 
Conroy  commented  that,  “It  was 
to  the  credit  of  the  college  that 
he  (lecturer)  was  allowed  to  air 
his  views.  It  is  indicative  of  the 
church’s  encouragement  of  lay¬ 
men  to  air  their  criticisms.”  (The 
lecturer  indicated  that  the  Ca¬ 
tholic  media  of  communication  are 
unduly  controlled  by  the  helr- 
archy.)  “Such  charges  should  be 
aired  and  I  am  happy  to  see  that 
the  college  allowed  him  to  speak.” 
“The  very  fact  that  these  words 
of  criticism  came  from  this  pub¬ 
lic  platform  at  the  college  and 
were  reported  in  the  college  paper 
is  in  itself  evidence  of  a  definite 
freedom  of  expression  available 
to  the  laity  in  their  pursuit  of 
truth.  A  college  should  be  the 
forum  of  opinion,  even  in  areas 
of  controversy.”  “It  is  a  credit 
to  St.  Joseph’s  that  such  a  lect¬ 
urer  was  brought  here.” 

Monsignor  Conroy  went  on  to 
trace  the  history  and  purpose  of 
the  contest  and  noted  that  one  of 
the  main  purpose  was,  “...to  en¬ 
courage  and  articulate  Catholic 
laymen.”  He  hoped  that  this  ora¬ 
tory  contest  would  continue  to 
serve  as  a  medium  of  public  ex¬ 
pression  and  would  help  to  pre¬ 
pare  the  students  for  the  im¬ 
portant  task  of  disseminating  Ca¬ 
tholic  truth  as  Catholic  leaders 
later  on.

21  Letterman  Brighten 
Puma  Grid  Outlook  in  ’60

Football  is  in  the  air  at  St.  Joseph’s  College!  The  perennial 
clack  of  pads  and  helmets  echoes  from  the  fieldhouse  walls  and 
slowly  covers  the  campus,  from  Bennet  ...  to  Noll  ...  to  Halas 
.  .  .  to  Gaspar.  Chalk-talks,  sun-up  drills,  and  gruelling  scrimmages 
become  a  part  of  the  Pumaville  scene  as  head  coach  Joe  lofredo 
evaluates  his  material.  Brains,  brawn  and  field  experience  are  being 
carefully  blended  in  an  effort  to  produce  a  winning  formula  for  the 
rugged  St.  Joe  season  of  1960. 


Thirty-five  players,  including 
twenty-one  returning  lettermen, 
reported  for  the  opening  of  prac¬ 
tice  on  a  blistering  first  of  Sep¬ 
tember.  lofredo  and  his  two  as¬ 
sistants,  Ed  Dwyer  and  Jim  Hol¬ 
stein,  drilled  the  squad  twice 
daily  for  a  week  and  a  half  be¬ 
fore  easing  up  in  preparation  for 
the  opening  game  against  North¬ 
east  Missouri  on  Saturday,  Sep¬ 
tember  17,  at  Rensselaer. 

The  following  weekend  the  Pu¬ 
mas  are  hosts  to  DePauw  Uni¬ 
versity  in  their  first  of  six  con¬ 
ference  tilts.  DePauw  never  has 
beaten  St.  Joe  and  will  be  out  to 
dissolve  any  Puma  championship 
hopes  early  in  the  season.  On 
October  1,  the  St.  Joe  men  move 
Lo  the  Butler  Bowi  in  an  attempt 
to  knock  off  the  1959  I.C.C. 
champs.  Always  a  tough,  well- 
fought  contest,  this  game  should 
be  of  utmost  importance  in  de¬ 
termining  the  final  standings  of 
the  conference. 

Wheaton  College  at  Wheaton, 
Ill.  welcomes  the  Pumas  on  Oc¬ 
tober  8  in  the  first  meeting  of 
the  two  teams.  Highly  regarded 
Wheaton  holds  the  title  of  Illinois 
Conference  Champ  and  has  main¬ 
tained  that  title  for  the  past  six 
years.  On  October  15,  Indiana 
State  moves  to  the  St.  Joe  grid¬ 
iron  for  the  annual  Dad’s  Day 
battle.  State  is  considered  as  the 
dark  horse  in  the  I.C.C.  race  for 
1960  and  looms  as  one  of  the 
toughest  obstacles  on  the  nine 
game  card  of  the  Puma’s. On  the 
following  Saturday  the  great 
grudge  battle  between  St.  Jos¬ 
eph’s  and  neighbor  Valparaiso 
University  takes  place  at  Valpo. 

Ball  State  visits  the  Rensselaer 
campus  on  October  29  for  the  St. 
Joe  Homecoming  in  an  attempt 
to  upset  the  Puma  hopes  for 
another  impressive  victory.  Last 
year  St.  Joe  pleased  its  alumni 
crowd  with  a  22-8  win  over  this 
same  opponent.  On  November  5, 
St.  Joe  battles  Evansville  on  the 
Aces  home  ground.  In  their  game 
of  last  season,  the  spirited  Pu¬ 
mas  upset  one  of  Evansville’s 
most  successful  records  with  a 
surprising  8-7  victory.  In  the  final 
game  on  the  1960  card  St.  Joe 
will  host  Central  State  of  Ohio. 
The  teams  have  not  met  for  the 
past  five  years  so  the  game 
promises  to  be  well-deserving  of 
its  respected  position  on  the  St. 
Joseph’s  schedule. 

Coach  lofredo  and  his  staff  of 
Holstein  and  Dwyer  are  heavily 
relying  on  the  experience  of  left- 
end  Jim  Madden  and  senior  half¬ 
back  George  Connelly,  both  from 
Chicago,  quarterbacks  Ralph  Gard¬ 
ner  from  Hammond  and  Dave 
Beam  from  Louisville,  linemen 
Mike  Bartels  of  Milwaukee,  Otto 
Lehman  from  Louisville,  and 
Vince  Goeddeke  from  Detroit,  and 
a  host  of  additional  lettermen. 


Combined  with  the  hustle,  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  fight  of  the  new¬ 
comers  these  men  should  add  a 
necessary  touch  of  experience 
and  polish  to  the  squad.  In  this 
calculated  combination,  lofredo 
hopes  to  find  the  secret  for  im¬ 
proving  on  last  year’s  record  of 
four  wins  and  as  many  defeats. 

The  team  of  1959  suffered  con¬ 
siderably  because  of  early-season 
injuries  to  key  players.  This 
year’s  squad,  however,  has  the 
advantage  of  greater  depth  at 
all  positions  and  affords  lofredo 
the  opportunity  of  running  two 
units. 

At  end,  the  Pumas  offer  Dave 
Beran  of  Chicago,  George  Raf¬ 
ferty  of  Canton,  Ohio,  and  Mike 
Byrne  of  Chicago,  all  lettermen 
capable  of  giving  top  perform  - 
ances  under  pressure.  Returing 
veteran  Jim  Dempsey  and  prom¬ 
ising  Sophomore  Felix  Wuerth 
bolster  the  position  at  guard  and 
add  rugged  power  to  the  St.  Joe 
line.  All  I.C.C.  tackle  Vic  Roos 
from  Jasper,  Indiana,  Dennis 
Mudd,  a  senior  letterman  from 
Detroit  and  Mike  Bartels  will 
carry  the  brunt  of  the  load  at 
tackle  while  Jim  Beirnat  from 
Detroit  and  senior  Harry  Haros 
will  share  the  spot  at  center. 

The  halfbacks  are  led  by  senior 
Bob  Piero,  a  talented  broken-field 
runner  and  the  hard-driving 
Sophomore  John  Mirocha.  Other 
men  completing  the  roster  at  this 
position  are  Joe  Forlenza,  Joe 
Zolecki,  Richard  Cochrane  and 
Larry  Wilmore.  The  quarterback 
slot,  handled  by  Gardener  and 
Beam  will  be  strengthened  by 
the  reserve  passing  and  running 
ability  of  Sophomore  Dennis  Houli¬ 
han  from  Lima,  Ohio. 

The  added  quantity  and  quality 
of  this  years  personnel  lends  a 
bright  note  to  the  1960  St.  Joe 
football  outlook. 

Bear  B-Men  Bomb 
All-Stars  at  SJC 

Ed  Brown  and  Zeke  Bratkow- 
ski  hurled  two  touchdown  passes 
apicce  as  the  Bears  defeated  the 
College  All-Stars  30-14  in  a  prac¬ 
tice  game  on  the  St.  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  football  field,  Tuseday  Aug.  2. 

The  Bears  led  23-0  at  the  half 
and  30-0  early  in  the  fourth  quar¬ 
ter  when  the  All-Stars,  sparked 
by  Don  Meredith,  former  South¬ 
ern  Methodist  stai\  tallied  twice. 

Scoring  the  first  three  times 
they  had  possession,  the  Bears 
quickly  put  the  affair  beyond 
reach  of  the  recent  campus  heroes. 

Brown  in  the  first  quarter 
directed  a  70-  yard  march  clim¬ 
axed  with  a  14-yard  screen  pass 
to  Willie  Galimore.

However,  this  does 
not  indicate,  in  any  way,  a  de¬ 
emphasis  of  the  major  sports 
program.  Rather,  the  resultant 
progi'am  of  major  and  minor 
sports  is  in  keeping  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Indiana  Col¬ 
legiate  Conference,  to  which  St. 
Joseph’s  belongs,  for  a  complete 
sports  program  in  both  the  ma¬ 
jor  and  minor  sports.”  (This  will 
also  give  St.  Joseph’s  a  better 
chance  to  win  the  all-spoi*ts  tro¬ 
phy  which  is  awai'ded  each  year 
by  the  I.C.C.  .  .  .  Ed.) 

Instruction  Offered 

“The  minor  sports  program  at 
St.  Joseph’s,  which  includes  in¬ 
struction  and  competition  in 
wrestling,  ti*ack,  golf,  tennis,  and 
bowling  and  instruction  in  weight 
lifting  is  expected  to  benefit 
participants  in  the  major  sports 
(football  -  basketball  -  baseball) 
since  it  will  give  them  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  keep  in  siiape  by  partici¬ 
pation  in  a  year  around  physical 
fitness  program.”

Ed  Dwyer,  assistant  football 
coach  and  head  tennis,  wrestling 
and  track  coach;  and  Rev.  Boni¬ 
face  Dreiling,  C.PP.S.,  coach  of 
the  bowling  team.) 

Father  Baird  also  announced 
that  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
St.  Joseph’s  fieldhouse  has  been 
increased  with  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  roll-away  bleach¬ 
ers  at  the  west  end  of  the  varsity 
basketball  court  between  the  var¬ 
sity  court  and  the  intramural 
courts.

ters  at  4708  Indianapolis  Blvd. 
Most  of  the  Extension  classes 
have  been  held  previously  in  Bis¬ 
hop  Noll  high  school. 

“The  new  campus  will  function 
strictly  as  St.  Joseph’s  College, 
except  that  it  will  be  in  Lake 
County  instead  of  Rensselaer,” 
said  Father  Martin.  “We  will 
have  the  same  entrance  and  grad¬ 
uation  requirments,  and  the  same 
majors  and  courses.  The  only 
exception  will  be  the  natural 
science  courses;  we  won’t  be  able 
to  offer  those  until  w’e  obtain 
laboratories.” 

Entrance  Requirements 
This  means  that,  in  order  to 
gain  entrance  to  St.  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege,  Calumet  Center,  a  student 
will  have  to  meet  at  least  two  of 
the  following  three  requirements: 
a  C  average  or  80  or  equivalent 
in  total  high  school  work;  rank 
in  upper  half  of  class;  IQ  of  110 
or  equivalent.  A  cumulative  aver¬ 
age  of  at  least  C  (index  of  2.00) 
will  be  needed  to  graduate. 

Students  will  be  able  to  major 
in:  accounting,  economics,  edu- 
catior  English,  English-journa- 
lism,  general  business,  history, 
marketing,  mathematics,  philoso¬ 
phy,  physical  education,  politics, 
psychology,  sociology,  and  theol¬ 
ogy.  They  will  be  able  to  minor 
in  any  of  the  above,  or  in  jour¬ 
nalism,  modern  language,  music, 
religion  and  speech. 

Faculty 

The  faculty,  according  to  Fa¬ 
ther  Martin,  will  consist  of  six 
full-time  teachers;  teachers  on  a 
part-time  basis  from  the  parent 
campus  in  Rensselaer;  and  about 
15  part-time  professional  persons 
from  the  Calumet  area.  The  pre¬ 
sent  Extension  has  operated,  with 
regard  to  faculty,  on  a  similar 
basis. 

The  new  Center  will  continue 
to  operate,  as  the  Extension  has 
done,  on  a  day-night  basis,  and 
in  addition  to  the  regular  St. 
Joseph  curricula  will  continue  the 
Extension’s  offering  of  seven 
adult  education  courses  and  three 
certificate  programs.  The  adult 
education  courses  are  Philosophy 
for  Beginners;  20th  Century  Mor¬ 
al  Problems;  Psycology  and  Tech¬ 
niques  of  Leadership;  The  Per¬ 
sonality  of  Christ;  The  Art  of 
Thinking;  Getting  Along  With 
People;  and  Outline  of  Theology 
for  Adults.  These  will  not  be 
part  of  any  degree  programs. 
Certificate  Programs  Offered 
The  two-year  certificate  pro¬ 
grams  are  in  general  education, 
law  enforcement  and  correctional 
work,  and  industrial  relations. 

The  St.  Joseph  College  Calumet 
Extension  was  begun,  with  Father 
Martin  as  director,  in  September, 
1951.  At  that  time  there  were  75 
students  and  10  courses. 

The  entire  operation  was  con¬ 
ducted  in  rented  space  around 
the  Calumet  Region  until  Janu¬ 
ary,  1958,  when  the  Extension 
dedicated  its  own  library  and 
faculty  room  adjacent  to  its  head¬ 
quarters  at  4708  Indianapolis 
Blvd.  The  new  Center  building 
will  mark  the  first  time  it  has 
ever  had  headquarters  and  class¬ 
rooms  of  its  own;  the  first  time 
it  will  ever  open  its  doors  as  a 
degree-granting  institution;  the 
end  of  the  two-year  St.  Joseph 
College  Calumet  Extension ;  and 
the  beginning  of  the  first  four- 
year  college  in  Lake  County —

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near  Silver  City,  New  Mexico  to 
St.  Joseph’s  college  in  1957.  Until 
1921  Mr.  Leach  was  chief  geolo¬ 
gist  for  the  Phelps-Dodge  Corp. 
at  that  company’s  Tyrone,  N.M. 
copper  mine.  In  1921  Mr.  Leach 
and  his  late  wife  began  mining 
on  their  own  and  acquired  con¬ 
siderable  mining  property,  pri¬ 
marily  gold,  silver,  bismuth,  man- 
ganiferous  iron  and  uranium 
mines.

The  land  donated  to 
St.  Joseph’s  is  the  cite  of  the 
college’s  field  station  for  geology 
students,  who  take  a  six-hour 
field  course  there  during  the 
summer.
